The supposition ts as absurd 
proceeding is unnecessary, you say 
An4 yet if you will just eal] those 
black halls fatalities from typhoid 
fever, Georgia presents something very 
like that situation today. Ignorance, 
Caréleseness, indifference, are responsi- 
bie for the typhoid death toll averag- 
ing about 50 in every 100,000 of Geor- 
Kia's population; approximatel;s 1,500 
every year out of her nearly 3,000,900 
people—-a Titantic’s death loss every 
twelve months! 

Typhoid fever is, perhaps, the most 
easily preventable of the dangerous 
infectious diseases, says a current bul- 
letin of the Georgia State Board of 
Health. 

Proof of possible elimination is 
found in what foreign nations have al- 
ready accomplished. In thirty-three 
leading European cities with aggre- 
Kate population of 31,600,000, the 
deaths from typhoid in 1910 only 
656 in 100,000; in fifty A cities 
of 100,000 more, with 
population of 20,250,000 
Geath rate per 100,000 was 
times greater than the reuropean 
ord. The difference lies tn the appli- 
cation of preventive measures. 

Only Means of Infection. 

Typhoid fever 
taking the typhoid germ or 
into the body through the mouth 
germs grow and breed only in the 
human body. They pass from the body 
In the feces of urine, and in various 
ways are carried to the bodies of other 
persons. Typhoid germs muy be wash- 
ed into wells Springs or streams 
fram which drinking water is taken: 
t "yY may find their way into mili! 
tirough the use of this impure water 
in milking; they may. be carried by 
flies other Insects from the insan- 
itary closet to im the kitchen; 
they may get on the through 
handling infected articles from the 
room of the phold patient, and thus 
be oarried to the mouth. 

These facts Known, prevention of 
the spread of typhoid_-and its ultimate 
elimination anily matter 
diligent care and attention in the dis- 
position of the excretions from the 
human body. This is important not 
only where cases of sickness and 
death from typhoid have actually ex- 
isted, but in every case; all such ex- 
cretions must be treated as under sus- 
picion, for persons have frequently 
been known to carry typhoid germs 
in their systems witnout experiencing 
il) effects; likewise, typhoid patients 
have been known to carry the germs 
for weeks and months and even years 
after recovery. 

Most Important YPrecaution. 

The first and most important step 
prevention is proper sewage dis- 
posal and the protection of sewage 
from flies and other bacilli-carrying 
insects Cities and towns should in- 
Stall. universal systems of sewage dis- 
posal; where cities cannot do this all 
at once. and in the country districts 
where the use of closets 
sential, these closets should 

structed and maintained upon 
avd approved = sanitary lines 
board of health will be gl 
nish upon application plans for such 
sanitary closets and rules tor the safe 
and proper disposal of their contents. 

Not only should the dry closet 
thoroughly screened against flies. 
the home everywhere should be ef- 
fectively screened against their en- 
trance; there is no more important 
preventive measure against typhoid 
than through screening. Every per- 
eon of the place should be required 
to use the sanitary dry closet; if pos- 
sible, it should be made a misdemeanor 
to deposit possible infection where flies 
might have access to It it might 
be washed into the drinking water.

Hayden A. Thurman, an Atlanta boy, 


and a private in the Seventeenth regi- 
ment, met his death in a pond near 
Fort McPherson late Saturday night. 
Indications pointed to suicide, accord- 
ing to the coroner and his jury. 

Sunday morning they found his body. 
He was lying face downward in the 
(shallow pond, formed by a spring, and 
|his coat and hat were lying on bhe 
‘ground beside him. They dragged his 
lifeless body from the water about 7 
o'clock in the morning and turned his 
face toward the sky. His young and 
handsome face bore no mark to in- 
dicate violence, and his stalwart body 
'Was unbruised. Neither were there 
signs of a fall or scuffle on the ground. 
| His death was unwitnessed by man. 

In his life, as narrated by his com- 
rades over his dead body, there was a 
note of the great unrest of man, and 
a touch of the pathos of life. 

Had Attempted Suicide. 

He was only 24 years old, but al- 
ready he had made one attempt at 
suicide, and had been foiled by a po- 
liceman of Atlanta. It happened about 
four months ago. On the Peters 
street viaduct, late at night, he raised 
a deadly bottle to his lips. It con- 
tained a poisonous carbolic solution, 
and the liquid had already reached his 
mouth, when suddenly a policeman’s 
hilly Knocked the bottle from his 
Zrasp. The officer had sgéen him act- 
ing strangely, and had watched him 
in the shadows. The story = spread 
among his comrades at the fort. 

From early ohildhood, Hayden 
Thurman had been an orphan. William 
H. Tull, a good-hearted eitizen, of 
/Oakland City, took him from an or- 
phanage while yet a tot, and raised 
him at his own home, at 110 Avon 
‘avenue. Here, in the suburbs of At- 
| Sante. he went to school and played 
with the boys—-played when he was not 
| dreaming of faraway lands, or won- 
dering at the meaning of the universe. 

He wanted to see the world, and 
to this end joined the army, about 
two years ago. But he was assigned to 
the Seventeenth regiment and was 
kept at Fort McPherson. 

Happy When 

Only once did he 
travel; then the regiment went to the 
Mexican border. His comrades said 
he was happy then—he was seeing the 
world. Then the regiment came home 
and Hayden Thurman returned also 
to the inactive life at Fort McPher- 
son,

Friends surmised it was just from un- 
happiness. Possibly, they say, it was 
from the example of two other sol- 
diiers of the Seventeentn, who commit- 
ted suicide last April.

This is fitting, because 100,000 
demonstrators are making larger crops 
on their farms and Corn club boys 
are attracting world-wide attention by 
Srowing more than 225 bushels on 
one acre at low cost. - The indications 
are that several of the 75,000 boys 
will this year break all records.

THE STAY-AT-HOME VOTER. ee 


\With the national election of November 5 almost upon us, 
the problem of the stay-at-home voter is receiving attention. In 
the long run, the stay-at-homes decide elections. 

There are today in the United States about 100,000,000 per- 
sons, and of those possibly one-fifth are males of voting age. Yet | 
it is a practical certainty that not more than 7o per cent of the num- | 
ber entitled to vote will go to the polls and take part in the selection | 
ol a president. : : | 


Walter E. Harris, writing in the current issue of Leslies 
Weekly, discusses this question and says that while many states 
have limited the electorate, few have made any efforts tp compel; 
or even encourage the exercise of its privileges. He adds: 

It is a striking, even a startling, fact that had there not existed such gen- 
eral apathy among the voters in 1860, Abraham Lincoln might never have been 
chosen to the presidency and the war between the states might have been post- 
poned many years. The vote that year, compared with the voting population, 
was larger than that cast in any election since 1844; yet with a voting popula- 


tion estimated at 8,734,228, the popular vote was only 4,676,853. Posssibly the 
stay-at-home vote retired from power the party which had ruled the country 


Four years ago the popular vote for president was 16,000,000, 
in round numbers, showing that about four million entitled to vote 
did not take part in the election. Of course, all such estimates 
on the voting strength must make deductions for convicted crim- 
jnals; lunatics and paupers, who are not allowed the ballot by any 
state; those in the army and navy, persons absent temporarily 
from the country, and finally the number who are physically unable 
tu go to the polls. . | 

In his study of election results Mr. Harris has figured it out 
that many important happenings in American history might have 
resulted otherwise had more voters exercised their prerogative. 
Only one voter in seven showed enough interest in the campaign 
of 1824 to go to the polls, and only one in three four years later. 
Andrew Jackson was elected both times. The stay-at-homes might 
have defeated him. : : 

In 1844 only 2,698,011 votes were cast, and over 2,000,000 
stayed at home. Had they voted, James K. Polk might have been 
might not have been admitted as a state, nor California acquired, | 
and the civil war might have been postponed.

BECKER TO TAKE 
WITNESS STAND 


Accused Officer Is Confident 
That His Story Will Con- 
vince the Jury. 


New York, October 20.—Police Lieu- 
tenant Charles Becker will take the 
witness stand in his own defense in 
hig trial on the charge of instigating 
the murder of Gambler Rosenthal, ac- 
cording to John F. McIntyre, his chief 
counsel. He stated today that he had 
yielded to his client’s desire in the 
matter and that Becker’s story would 
be heard within the next two or three 
days. 

“We have finally decided to allow 
Becker to testify,” said his attorney. 
“He hag been anxious to do so all 
along, but we have not thought it 
necessary. He wants to clear bimself, 
however, by his own testimony. He 
will tell the whole story. He will 
swear to hisinnocence of any participa- 
tion in the crime and will explain his 
associations with Jack Rose and other 
gamblers. He will show that Rose was 
his stool pigeon in gathering evidence 
against gambling places and that his 
association with other gamblers was 
also in connection with his duties as 
head of the strong-arm squad. 

Aithough he is anxious to testify, ac- 
cording to persons who visited him in 
the tombs today, Becker is confident 
of acquittal. He expressed the belief, 
it was said, that the jurors who have 
heard the testimony given in his de- 
fense, have already been convinced 
that he ig the victim of a conspiracy 
on the part of Jack Rose, “Bridgie” 
Webber and Harry Vallon, the trio 
of self-confessed accomplices to the 
murder to save their own lives. 

In support of the claims of the de- 
fense, that Webber and Rose, at least, 
had a motive for killing Rosenthal, 
two witnesses have testified that they 
heard them threaten the life of the 
gambler a month before the murder, 
while another swore that he heard 
Rose exculpate the police lieutenant of 
all connection with the crime. 

Mr. McIntyre promises to put on 
the stand a newspaper man, who, he 
says, will establish an ajibi for Becker 
for the early morning hours after the 
murder. It was thought likely tonight 
that the case would be in the hands of 
the jury Thursday night, althot gh 
the defense has still a score of wit- 
nesses to call. Mr. McIntyre expects 
to complete his case on Wednesday 
and Thursday probably will be con- 
by counsel in summing up.

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ACID AND MURIATE V. ACID AND 


KAINIT, 
I have often thought it strange that 
of fertilizers—especial- 
ly what commonly Known as “acid 
and potash’’—do not make much 
higher grades than they do, Perhaps 
if pressed for a reason they would 
Say that the farmers are not willing 
to pay the necessarily higher prices 
for the higher grades. Thus “put up” 
to the farmers the same surprise is 
felt that the farmers are content to 
buy and use (they imnstst on it?) the 
lower grades. I have rarely seen an 
acid and potash guaranteed of higher 
grade than 10—4 and most of them 
run much lower, while only now and 
then a brand claims a higher analysis 
than 10—4. And this is true notwith- 
Standing the fact that the higher 
grades cost less than do the lower 
compared with their content of phos- 
phoric acid and potash. Sixteen per 
cent &cid phosphate ts now practically 
the standard high-grade acid phos- 
phate and muriate of potash varies 
very little from a content of 50 per 
cent potash. With omese two high 
grades, Known to be cheaper per unit 
(as to cost) than any lower grades, 
the farmers ought to ftnsist upon get- 
ting the highest graae mixture of acid 
and muriate combined tn the propor- 
tion desixed. The reason why they do 
not so insist is simply because they, 
somehow or another, believe that it is 
more economical to'pay $14 for a ton 
of 10—4 acid and potash than to pay 
$16 for a ton of 12-—5, or $18 for a 
13—-6 and so on. Every farmer ought 
to know that muriate of potash is a 
cheaper source of potash than is 
kainit, and this cheaper cost is largely 
due to the fact that muriate of potash 
contains, on the average, four times 
as much potash as does Kainit. To 
state it differently: One ton of Kainit 
contains about 250 pounds of potash, 
whil one ton of muriate contains 1,000 
pounds of potash. It requires there- 
fore four times as much kainit to give 
the same amount of potash as is re- 
quired of muriate to give the same 
amount. One ton of muriate gives 
1,000 pounds of potasn, the remaining 
1,000 pounds is practically worthless. 
Four tons of Kainit contains 1,000 
pounds of potash; the remaining 3,000 
pounds is made up of common salt, 
magnesia salts, dirt, moisture, ete., 
that are of no practical value to the 
farmer and yet he has to pay freight 
on the 3,000 pounds in the one Case 
and 1,000 pounds in the other at ex- 
actly the same rate as fe pays on the 
1,000 pounds of potash he gets in either

TREATING CORN FOR WEEVILS. 

J. M. Brannon, Pavo, Ga.—I note 
vour advice in using bisulphide of car- 
bon to destroy weevils in corn, etc., 
but I want to know if weevils in corn 
in the shuck can be destroyed by using 
as directed. Your articles on its use 
failed to specify whether corn must, 
be shucked or husked. I prefer to 
treat it without husking. Please let 
me hear from you at once. 

Answer—The directions for treating 
corn with carbon bisulphide for the 
purpose of destroying weevils does not 
discriminate between “shucked” and 
“unshucked” corn, because it makes 
little or no difference whether the 
corn be shucked or not. The main 
point of caution is to have ithe corn 
—during the thirty-six hours’ treat- 
ment—in a practically airtight room, 
that is, the side walls and floors. 


ANTHRACNOSE OF COTTON, 

G. F. R., Sibley, Ga—lI am sending 
you some cotton bolls from a three- 
acre patch which I planted with seed 
of a much advertised variety, and find 
about two-thirds of the bolls are like 
those I am sending you. There are in- 
sects in the bolls and I do not Know 
if they are the cause or if they take 
to them after they are destroyed by 
something else. Will it be safe to 
plant the same land in cotton another 
year? J] have Pull Not cotton grow- 
ing right by that is not affected. Any 
information you can give will be 
gratefully received and [ thank you 
beforehand. 

Answer—The package of bolls 
duly received and I find that the rot- 
ting of the bolls was caused by an- 
thracnose. The insects you find feast- 
ing on the rotten interior of the bolls 
had nothing to do with causing the 
rot. They are simply species of insects 
that live by feeding on such food. 
Only a few days ago a farmer sent 
met a lot of boils simily affected and 
he gave the name of the variety and 
the bolls (very small) were very sim- 
ilar to those sent by you, and I pre- 
sume belong to the same variety. There 
is no help for it now, but I would not

RYE AND VETCH FOR HOGS, 

J. N. Baker, DeQuetn, Ark.—I have 5 
acres of good ground now covered 
with a crop of pease which I am about 
to gather. The ground slopes so as to 
wash in winter. I want to follow the 
peas with rye and vetch for a cover 
crop and t6 cut for hay next season. 
Now I wish to ask: 

1. Is there anything better than rye 
and vetch for my purpose? 

2. How early in the season will it 
be fit to cut for hay (latitude of At- 
lanta, Ga.) 

3. Will it be necessary to inoculate 
vetch with farmogerm or other bacte- 
ria, as alfalfa is done? 

Answer—1l. [ refer you to the edi- 
torial, “Sow Wheat, Sow Vetch, Sow 
Rye,” in The Tri-Weekly of October 
15 for what 1 think of rye as a cover 
and soiling crop. I do not think much 
of rye aS a hay crop and would prefer 
to sow either oats or wheat with vetch 
for hay. 

2. About 15th to 20th of May rye and 
vetch might be cut for hay varying 
according to fs BP a and climate. 

3. | have never found it necessary 
to inoculate the soil for vetch, but have 
never sown it on very poor land. dr. 
Duggar, director of Alabama experi- 
' ment station, says: “In most soils in- 
oculation is absolutely necessary,” and 
I have no doubt he is correct. The 
same is true of alfalfa, and yet I hav> 
successfully grown luxuriant crops of 
alfalfa on small, very rich spots (fifty 
years ago). We then knew it as lu- 
cerne. [I have reaped fourteen tons 
of green alfalfa per acre from a rich 
spot already well set in bermuda Zrass.
